Carl Smith, the well known rail­ 
road man, who was run over in the 
North side yards yesterday afternoon, 
died at 2 o'clock this morning at the 
La Crosse hospital, where he was 
taken immediately after the accident. 
Stories told by the men who were 
on the train at the time of the acci­ 
dent are somewhat vague and no one 
seems to know just how the accident 
happened. 
The general 
story how­ 
ever, is that the crew under John 
Downs hid just 
completed 
some 
switching in the south side yards and 
the engine\ a s returning, with a 
few cars, to the North side. Just aft­ 
er the train started on the south sid* 
it was boarded by a man, who evi­ 
dently intended riding to the North 
side, the other trainmen not taking 
notice of wno he was. 
As it is cus­ 
tomary for railroad men to ride up 
no attention was paid to him. The 
train was just slowing down at the 
coal chute on the North side when 
the crew was attracted by a cry of 
pain and when the train was stopped 
they found the man laying beside the ; 
track. 
Just how 
it 
happened 
is 
not 
known, but it is presumed that 
he 
attempted to leave ‘he train while it 
was still moving and fell under the 
w heels of the car next to the en- j 
gine. 
He was lifted up by some of the 
crew and was carried on a grain 
door to the depot where 
he 
was 
placed on a truck. 
A doctor and the 
ambulance were immediately sum­ 
moned. 
Dr. Suitor responded to the 
call and arrived at about the same 
time as tho ambulance and ordered 
the man taken to the La Crosse hos­ 
pital. 
His injuries were very severe, tho 
wheels having passed over his left 
leg, just above the ankle, and his arm 
was smashed almost to a pulp. 
There was also a severe wound In 
his head. 
Everything possible was 
done to save his life, but

no 
avail, and he died at 2 o’clock this 
morning. 
The accident happened about 4:30
